There is a growing distrust, and perhaps 


veil grounded fear of corporations. Not- 
withstanding the assurance of Jay Could 
to the contrary, it cannot be doubted that 
a corporation with its millions of assets, its 


• 
strong hold ,upon need£d_commodities and 
its autocraticpower has opportunities of 
making its influence felt to an alarming 
extent either for good or evil. But be- 
tween corporations and their powers, and 
monopolies there is this difference; a mon- 
opoly admits of no competition, while a 
corporation may be attacked by any par 
ties who have courage and perseverance 


• In the late agreement of the several tele 


graph lines of this country to consolidate 
there was, strictly speaking, no monopoly 
toiuied, but yet the Western Union com- 
pany is now possessed of such power anc 
wealth that few would care to organize 
and invest in competing lines. When 


. Gould and Vanderbilt were known to have 
• adjusted their telegraph differences there 
was an outcry raised against the monopoly 
which was supposed to have been formed 
but there was shown in the discussion an 
ignorance of what monopoly really was/ 


However from the fact that there are 


great powers in corporations and because 
Americans naturally fear to have too 
much control vested in men who ivork for 


> profit and not for pleasure, there has late- 


ly been agitated the question of whether 
the government should not establish a sys 
tem of telegraphing similar to the post de 


" partment. In favor of postfl telegraphs 


various benefits likely to occur have been 
mentioned. Rates would be not only lov, 
but uniform; it would cast no more to tele- 
graph from New York to San Francisco, 
than from Boston to Xew York, the gov 
eminent would operate its lines as it does 
the mail system, not for gain, but for the 
people's benefit. There would also be 
the satisfaction of senders of messages be 
ing able to make complaint without being 
obliged to go to distant cities where cor- 
porations usually are found and it is very 
likely that telecraphinn will be much more 
universal in business transactions than at 
present. 
No corporation 
would ever, 


probably, have reduced its expenses suffi 
ciently to enable letters to be lorwardcd 
over all the country for the same .ischarg 
ed by government, cheap postage has 
done much for business and the^onsequrni 
prosperity of the country, with the same 
logic it 's urged that rhe.ip telegram* 
would do slill mure 1^1 hrlp on prosperity 


On the othe'r hand, postal telegraphs 


could not be established except by an 
ennmous outlay of national funds.

would be undignified f jr the government 
to become a competing pcwei; ixisting 
lines would have to be pmctmsed, and

'ht percent, a year are not bought with 


out a puce. There would also be the 
added burden to the people lo support a 
eystcm 'which could not at lirst, nor per- 
haps for some tune, meet expeftses -and 
furnish a d«5ired lo* rate. Besides and 
this Is perhaps the best objection urged— 
there would be established another de- 
partment over which 
the government 


\vould have to assume control where the 
oflices weie legion, and over which re- 
sponsible men would have to be placed. 
It would be a system requiring moie care 
than almost any olher, and there arc al- 
ready enough positions to be filled to 
quite tally ux the best judgement of our 
presidents.

cannot be doubled. In the next session 
of congress there will be strong arijumenis 
brought up in favor of postal 'telegraphs, 
and m.iny aie inclined to belie\e that the 
measuie will be passed.

WAR OB FBACE? 


Whether Lurope is about to become the 


SGatjdf an extended ind all per-vadmg ivir, 
or whether peace is to continue its reign, 
is a question occupying the attention of the 
oldcountiy at the present time. It is 
feared in many quarters that with the ac- 
cession of the Russian czar Alexander III, 
hostilities; will be resumed between those 
continental 
powers which 
have 
for 


some time past been enjoying a season of 
comparative tranquility. Will England 
seek to obtain gicatcr power ~and extend 
her borders north through Afghanistan 
hoping that nihilism will prevent Russia 
from offering objection; will Austria so 
strengthen Hungary as to menace Russian 
power in the Balkan peninsula; and wil 
France seek to repay Germany for the 
humiliation -she experienced at Sedan, ar 
questions asked by every diplomatist in 
Europe. From an opposition standpoint 
irrray be said that France i$ steadily pie 
paring for war. The French can neve 
forget that Alsace and Ixnraine belong t 
them; both provinces are French 
in 


thought, language and custom, and are 
peopled by those' who are anxious onc< 
more to be under control of their tbuue 
Kovernment. There is also existing a re- 
vengeful feelirjg against Germany an 
every soldier of France would gladly hai 
the order "on'to the Rhine.'* In the year, 
since 1871, France has perfected herself in 
everything calculated lo extend and in 
crease her power in any war; she ha 
grown licher, her officers are more capa 
ble, and she has a stronger national feel 
ing. 


England desires to protect her posses 


sionsin India by extending her teintory 
to that mountain chain which sweeps to 
the north of Afghanistan. Behind tha 
natural fortress India would be 
secure 
than 
if Afghanistan 


far more 
were ti 


became a Russian province. Let Eng 
land then menace Mero and Cabul and i 
is not unlikely that Russia at Khiva wouU 
make haste to dsfend her southern neigh 
bor. So in the ra«e of Austro-Hungary 
let Austria show too much interest iu ~th 
Balkan peninsula and Russia would very 
likely take alarm and seek once more to 
declare her right in that region. That th 
dream of every czar is lo own Constant! 
nople is well known to the world, and any 
movement calculated to menace that iai 
city of the Bosphorus will excite the sns 
picions of the great powers. 


Little Greece bristles with warlike de- 


sires. She and the wily Turk need only 
encouragement lo cross hostile lances; a 
Grecian war against Turkey would not in 
itself be a matter of great concern, bul i 
involving England and Rustia, the sup- 
posed supporters of Turkey and Greece 
the consequence would be of a most sen 
ous nature. 


But all historical facts do not warrant 


the supposition that a general European 
war is imminent and likely. Whatever 
opinions of hostility the present czar may 
have had during the lifetime of hts father 
toward Germany and however much the 
empress, his wife, may have been mtlu- 
enced by her father, the King of Den- 
mark, it is not unhkely that upon coming 
into power Alexander will be politic, and 
will not hastily bring about a rapture be- 
tween Russia and ("".armany. Nor will he 
believe that by a war with a neighbor 01- 
hilism and internal troubles can be crush- 
ed or abated, it was duiing the war with 
Turkey, indeed, that nihilism first asserted 
itself. The alliance, too, between Russia 
and France is only visionary, and I ranre 
moreover will desire only an cniragement- 
witriT»ermany, and at present is too pros- 
jerous in peace to desire to aid a power so 
unsettled as Russia. In (,eimany social- 
sm must be rooted out before there shall 
he a great desire for any new war.— In 
England the Gladstone ministry while, 
Asuog may be safely declared to be ore 
avonng peaceful measures.

SENATORS AT THEIR BOOKS. 


Literary pecuilanwes of Certain Prominent

There is liayatd, of Delaware. Uayard 


is an msatnble devourer of the literature 
of the domain ol Spofford, he reads every- 
thing that comes recommended as bemtf 
dull, dry and profound. 
His best hold u 


constitutional law. There is probably not 
a treatise upon this subject, from Burke 
and l)e Tocqueville down to the speeches 
of Roscue Conklmg, with which he is un- 
familiar. 
In fact, Senator Hayard's or- 


ganism may be said to be ihe con 
stitutional 
incarnate. 
Bayard dreams 


about 
the 
constitution; 
if 
he 


swallows 
too much terrapin, and, as 


a consequence, metaphorically mounts the 
nocturnal mare m his slumbers, thfe rnosl 
common vision of horror is the hallucina- 
tion that the organic law of his beloved 
country is abouLto bfi torn up and u§ed for 
waste paper. Since the death of the late 
lamented A. J., Senator Bayard, by na- 
tural inheritance, has become the defender 
of the constitution, 
i The 
senator^ from 


Delaware is also a close student of history, 
ancient, modern, sacred, and profane, 
These two departments of reading that is 
to say, constitutional law and standard 
history—constitute the greater portion of 
Senator Bayard's patronage of the hbraiy. 
Other senators, indeed, draw a gi eater 
number of books than be does, but few of 
them return the books they do draw bear- 
ing greater evidence of close application 
and devoted research. 


Continuing in 


THE LIST OF PRESIDENTIAL 
let us examine the literary proclivities of 
Senator Thurman. To look at Thurman 
one would suppose that his favorite read- 
ing was "Fox s Book of the Martyrs" and 
"Baxter's Saints' Rest," for Thimuan's 
face certainly carries a heavier pressure of 
solemnity to the square inch than any 
face I ever saw. Moreover, there'is in the 
senator's manner a deep and abidinggrav. 
ity, which would suggest that he fed on 
almost any sort of intellectual pabulum, 
rather tban that which does in fact delight 
him most. Thurman is undoubtedly the 
best French scholar in the senate. A 
large portion of his reading is made up of 
French literature, and that not of the most 
solemn character either. I don't mean to 
say that in his fondness for the volatile 
lore of the country of Voltaire, Chateau- 
briandj and 
Renan, 
Senator 
Thur- 


man neglects 
the 
more 
necessary 


studies of English literature. I merely 
mention his peculiar fondness for French 
literature to show how utterly at variance 
with the appearance of and manner of a 
man his tastes and predilections m literary 
matters may often be , for certainly any 
One would as soon suspect an elephant of 
fondness for the minute as to imagine that 
Senator Thurman was a devotee of the 
lighter varieties of French books.

SENATOR EDMUNDS, OP VERMONT. 


Though one of the youngest in years, 


Edmunds is one of the oldest appearing 
men in the senate; tall, slim, angular and 
dried-up, Kdmunds looks like the last 
•man in the world whose literary-proclivi- 
ties Would lead him almost exclusively 
among the poets and more exalted classes 
of fiction writers. This peculiar taste 
of Senator Edmunds is probably uue 
to the fact that his legal reading in 
earlier life has been so close, and his ap 
plication to the dry and juiceless themes 
of Vermont law practice so dense that he 
his found it necessary to resort to the lit- 
erary aperients above alluded to lo keep 
his mental bonds open, so to speak. • I 
have read and heard ^a great many 
speeches of -Senator lldmunds, both m 
and out of the senate, and they are mod - 
eUof dry, terse, sententious and undra- 
matic EnglishT 
They are 
invariably 


stripped of even ornament, and sjiprn of 
all oratorical surplusage. Such a thing 
as poetical quotation in any of Senator 
Ldmunds' speeches would seem as, much 
out of place as one of Arsene Houssaye's 
epigrams in the piidst of a chapter of 
Revelations. And yet the man who de-

Its known history dates back 


2,<;58 years, or 1,688 ^ears before the 
Christian era. It is a native of Egypt, and 
was there held sacred to Isis. 
In Greek 


annals the hrst recorded cal belonged 
to Theocritus, 
The white-breasted mar- 


tin preceded it as a mouse-killer. 
In 


Rome and ancient Bntain cats were rare. 
Pliny memjcns them; and the. C.tsars 
painted them _on their banners. In the 
middle ages they were held as emblems of 
sorcery and witchcraft. St. Dominic de- 
scribes the cat as an uncanny animal, 
whose form the devil has often assumed. 
It is related that an architect invoked 
Satin's aid to build a bridge. Satan con- 
sented on condition that the first who 
crossed it should forfeit his soul. The ar- 
chitect sent over a cat, which scratched 
the devil's face. 
In Germany black cats 


.arc kept from children a* evil omens, and 


_ thek - appearance in sickness denotes 


death. The cats from the Isle, of Malts, 
Russia, Japan, Turkey. Sicily and Mexico 
all possesss the features of the ancient 
Egyptian breed. 


A Schenectady essayist says that refer- 


ence is made to the cat in Sanskrit writ- 
ings 2.000 years old, and still more an- 
cient records of jt are to be found in the 
monumental figures and Cat mummies ot 
Egypt. The gloved cat of Nubia (Felts 
itianiailata), which also appears as a 
mummv, approaches most nearly in size 
and in the tapering form of the tail to the 
domes'ic cat. The difficulty of recogniz- 
ing this ancestor in any single wild spe- 
cies has led many naturalists lo the con- 
clusion that the common cat [Felts domes- 
ttca) is the product of many crossings or 
species commingled. 
In the country dis- 


tricts specimens of the domestic cat lhat 
run wild are by no means uncommon, and 
' having once tasted wild food it is after- 
ward indifferent to rats and mice, but 
there are few animals more destructive to 
poultry and game.

At 
firit the sledge moved forward at a walk, 
but the czar's strength seemed lo fail so 
rapidly lhat orders were given to go at a 
bristt trot to the palarp. When they arriv- 
ed the emperor -was unconscious, and in 
that_condition he was earned through the 
gates. I^ysicians were quickly summo'n- 
ed to his bedside. Surgeon Kronglevski, 
Dr. Uotkin, Dr. Marcus and Dr. Dvoria- 
chine obeyed the call. The last named 
immediately fetched such instruments as 
were necessary for amputatinglhe legs. 
Bandages were applied. The veins were 
tied up in otder that the Dloo'd might flow 
back to the heart. The czar recovered 
consciousness for a brief moment arid rs 
ccived the sacrament from M. Bajalov.the 
chaplain. '1 hen his heart ceased to beat. 


When the explosion took place the 


Czarevitch was at lunch wiih his family in 
Ihe Amutchkoff Palace. -They heard the 
noise with fearful forebodings. 
They 


waited in terrible anxiety, and soon an im- 
perial equeny galloped up. The czare- 
vitch and his wife rushed out to meet him. 
They were told that the emperor was 
frightfully wounded. The heir apparenl 
jumped into a sleigh and drove to the 
Winter Palace, being the first to auive af 
ter ihe Grand Duke Michael. Other mem- 
bers of the imperial family followed. Then 
came many illustrious peisons. Among 
them were Prince Soumaroff, Prince Don- 
dukoff Korsakoff. Count Milinlin, Count 
Adlerberg and Count Loris Melikoff. The 
emperor was not wholly unconscious when 
they arm ed. He opened his eyes and 
gave slight tokens ihal he recognized some 
members of his family, 
lie muttered 


"Shasha," the diminutive of ihe heredi- 
tary prince's name. 
At the momenl when 


he bre.uhed his lasl all who weic present 
in the chamber were kneeling in silent 
prayer. The events of Ihe next few hours 
were deeply affecting. 
As the czarevilch 


left the palace he was received wuh'en- 
thusiastic acclamation bv the crowd. The 
Princess Dolgorouki tainted away when 
she heard the sad news, and remained un. 
conscious for Iwo hours. Thai same eyen- 
ing. accompanied by her sister and Piince 
Alhedirski, governor of Warsaw, who is 
her sister's husband, she left St Peters- 
burg, being taken to the railway station in 
a public conveyance, li is believed that 
she will remain in life-long exile. 
It has 


been noticed as a sirange coincidence that 
•'•-H-'v of the czar's death was the anni- 
vera.*. i o.1 '' m's execution, and that the 
spot on which the emperor was murdered 
was that on which General Mezentzofl, 
chief of ihe Ihird sctuon. was stabbed by 
his assassin. H is now inclosed and cov- 
ered with lurf.

The council levied a library tax of one 


mill on the dollar, which realized nearly 
one thousand dollars on the assessed val- 
uation of the city, A board of library di- 
rectors was duly appointed. It decided to 
open a free reading room in connection 
with the library. -A pleasant room was se- 
cured and neatly fitted up so as to render 
U attractive to the _public. This library, 
was made free to all* tbe people, under 
necessary protective rules and restriction. 
The people immediately and freely avail- 
ed themselves of the new means of culture 
they had themselves Created. • 


A great fire came and swept away the 


library, excepting such books as were in 
the hands of patrons, 
Within-twenty-four 


hours "a smalt "room had be,en procured 
and arranged for temporary use. A large 
invoice of new books was fortunately at 
hand and the library was reopened with- 
out delay." As soon as new buildings were 
erected, commodious quarters in the very 
heart of the city were secured, and so pop- 
ular was the institution that the sum of six 
bundled dollars'-was easily raised by pri- 
vate subscription to. furnish the rooms. 
The library and reading room were in 
separate appartments. The reading, room 
was made as cozy and attractive as a par- 
lor. 
It was- furnished -with carpet, arm 


chairs,'tables and paper .raclts, and was 
brilliantly .'lighted.. The entrance doors 
communicating with the library .room 
swung on noiseless hinges. No-talking 
was allowed; and quiet and dccuraai pre 
vailed. JioSh the library and.reading rooi 
were free to all. 
A lady librarian, wh 


received a moderate salary, had charge o 
both rooms. 


Now for the results. Tbe people seeme 


to fully appreciate the value of the ne 
educational institution which they ha 
voted to create and sustain by taxation 
The library was a great boon to the poo 
and was freely patronized by all classes 
Although not exceeding fifteen hundre 
volumes, it had been selected with grea 
care, with a view to ils use by the peopL 
The loans of books ranged from thirty t 
sixty per day, the yearly number from 
twelve to (.fifteen thousand. Borrower 
were permitted to retain books two week 
and to renew for two weeks' longer upo 
request. The library was managed upo 
the card system arTd very few losses wer 
ncurred. 


The reading room was liberally patron 


zed. 
frequently in the evening its fift 


chairs were tilled lor hours together. It be 
came the icsort of old and voung. ol rid 
and poor, of botrTsexes. All tastes coul 
be gratified, as the lists of newspapers am 
periodicals had been selected without pat 
tialtty lo party or sect. 


No public institution could be mor 


popular than this free library and rcadin 
oom, sustained by taxation.

grievance was that he-did not concede 
:hem social equality. Some of them bit- 
terly denounced him as being no bette 
than a detn'ociat. But this prejudice aloni 
did not clean him out of Louisiana poli 
tics. Kellogg-, who was governor, wa 
jealous-of-Sheldon-and used-alHhe-pow- 
erful machinery of the centralized slat 
government to knife him. Many repub 
licans thought that Sheldon would make a 
belter senator than Kellogg." 


"But how is it that General Sheldon i 


appointed from Ohio, and was a delegate 
'to the Chicago, .convention from tha 
state.-"' : 
. '"He moved back' to Ohio in 1877 from 
Louisiana. He always lived partly in both 
states, and used to talk of the fjne: faun 
and apple orchard'hc was preparing to re- 
tire1 to in Ohio when the corrupt element 
of the republican party in Louisiana 
should succeed in jiving the state to the 
democrats, an event which he always pre- 
dicted. Sheldon was a graduate of Ober- 
lin, if 1 remember right.' He was A brig- 
adier from'Ohto in -the war, serving inti- 
mately with Gaifield, and settled in Louis- 
'una.in-.i86;, practicing law and serving 
three temisJn congress. Louisiana dem- 
octats never accused Sheldon of dishon- 
esty, and always held him up as the mode 
of the sort of carpet-bagger they ccmlc 
stand." ' 


"'Do you know anything of his rela- 


tions with Garfield?" 


" 'Yes. in congress he was the one 


southern republican member who was. 
able to second Garfield in debate in the 
latter's intellectual contest with the demo- 
crats. Garfield always helped him to ad- 
vance his measures. When Garfield *as 
in New Orleans as a visiting statesman at 
the time of the electoral count, he and 
Sheldon weie cronies, and could be seen 
all the time arm in arm. Sheldon un- 
doubtedly kept Garfield from complicating 
himself in the affidavit business. He did 
me the honor to introduce me to Garfield 
at that time.

they were thick as two politicians could 
be. Sheldon drew enough water after his 
return loOhio to gel himself sent as a del- 
egate to Chicago, where he astonished po- 
litical circles by announcing in an inter- 
view before the meeting of the convention 
that the supposition >hal Ohio was solid 
for Sherman was a mistake, and that he 
and other delegates from the stale were 
working for Garfield.
